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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1 -28: 
A lighting fixture comprises a fluorescent lamp tube, a dimming tube or a color 

filter tube rotatable about the lamp tube, and a mask with an aperture for limiting light 

filtered by the dimming tube of the color filter tube. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 

art of record. 

Aikens [US 4,996,632] discloses a multi-color illuminating system having a point 
light source [4], a rotated color filter [3] and a mask [2]; but Aikens does not disclose or 
suggest that the rotated color filter [3] Is rotated about an elongated fluorescent lamp 
tube. 

Engel et al. [US 4,186,431] disclose a linear light source having a fluorescent 
lamp tube [10] and a dimming tube [24] including a coating reflective layer [26] with an 
aperture [22]; Engel et al. do not disclose the mask.
